The 
profe-sor’s salary as pastor of the Central 
Church varied from year to year, and aver- 
aged $9,000 a year. But he was entirely free 
from avarice, paid no attention to money- 
making, and was a lib2ral giver. 


Future of the Church Unknown, 


What the future of the Central Church will 
be is unknown, but some of ite members do 
not hesitate to say it will probably be dis- 
banded. It has always been. founded entirely 
on Prof. Swing’s personality. It had no mo- 
tive but to keep him in the pulpit and to pre- 
serve his preaching and influence to the city 
and to the world while he lived. With his re- 
moval, it is not thought by sonie members of 
the congregation there will be any object in 
continuing such an independent movement. 

If the Central Church should be dissolved 
it will always enjoy the reputation of a most 
excellentfinancial record. It was begun by 
friends of Prof. Swing pledging $50,000 a 
year for three years for its support, and there 
has never been a year since when the money 
for the year’s expenses was not in the treas- 
ury before the year began. As to the pastor's 
salary, it wad intended he should have all the 
proceeds of cknrch, whatever they might 
be. Under rule he received for the last 
two years only $8,000, but fora part of the 
time he received $10,000, and the average 
amount was $9,000. |

He 
was the foremost representative of what is 
known as the new theology, and by 
the breadth of shis culture, vigor of 
his style, and by the warmth 
ofhis humanity he won hosts of admirers 
not only in Chicago but among all who speak 
the English tongue. 
only continental but cosmopolitan. He had 
none of the arts of the elocutionist or even 
the graces of an orator; he never rose 
to the heights of towering. pas 
sion or indulged in rhetorical  pyro- 
technics, but with philosophical calmness 
delivered ethical disquisitaons to which his 
hearers always rapturously listened. He was 
an essayist rather than a sermonizer, and 
many of his Sunday morning deliverances 
will rank as classics in the realm 
of literature. He dwelt apart from com- 
mon men, his very bearing on the streets 
proclaiming his abstractiveness. Aud yet bis 
nature was full of kindliest sympathy, and 
in his thoughts he was in touch with univer- 
sal humanity.

He was a 
endid clergyman of ethical culture, throb- 
— with nineteenth century fire. As a 
scholastic, as an ethical teacher, as a pro- 
pounder of Christian sociology, he towered 
head and shoulders above most of 
his contemporaries.

Guarding the Celestial Capital. 

Suanouat, Oct. 3.—It is reported that the 
Japanese have captured Kiu Lien Cheng on 
the eastern side of the Valu River. One hun- 
dred abd fifty thousand men have been gath- 
ered at Pekin for the defense of the city, but 
of this number only 7,000 are effectively 
armed! Only 50,000 soldiers are available 
for the defense of the province of Chi Lu Ku 
and „are raw levies. A Japanese army 
has landed to the north of the Yellow River 
in the Southern part of the Gulf of 
Pe Chi Li, to intercept the transport of 
troops from the South via the Grand Canal to 
Tien Tsin. A Japanese fleet of seventeen 
ships is now blockading the Gulf of Pe Chi 
Li. French troops are massing in Tonquin.

‘BONDS FOR A NEW COURT-HOUSE. 
The County Board has decided to submit to 
the voters next month the question whether 
they will authorize the issue of bonds to the 


amount of $4,000,000, the proceeds to be 
used for the construction ofa new court-house 


and jail, If the bonds are issued it will be 
necessary to add $360,000 a year to the 


county taxes for the next twenty years for the 


purpose of paying interest on the bonds at the 
rit? of 4 per cent and of providing for the 
payment of the principal. . 

‘The voters may not feel inclined to add to 
tho burdens of taxation at this time, when it is 
eo much harder to get money with which to 
pay takes than it was two years ago. Since 
1892 rents, profits, and wages have fallen,

DEATH OF PROF. SWING. 

The death of the Rev. David Swing will be 
sincerely mourued not alone by the numerous 
attendants upon his Music Hall ministrations. 
and by the public in general, but also by the 
members of the Presbyterian denomination, 
from which be was forced to withdraw twenty 
years ago as the result of his prosecution for 
heresy, conducted by the Rev. Dr. Patton, 
now President of Princeton College: There 
is no question that he had many friends and 


left it, and it has been more than once inti- 
mated of late that he was desirous of return- 
ing to it, owing to the liberal advances made 
by it during the period in question. His de- 
tense was conducted with enthusiasm by 


never questioned. Since his retirement, also, 
Prof. Swing had not spoken or written a word 
of bitterness or complaint against those who 
instituted the famous action against him. 
From all this it may be inferred he had kindly 
remembrances of the church which he left, and 


he has passed away and perhaps knows more 


of the professors or dogmatists. 

In many respects Prof: Swing might be 
called a self-made man. He came from hum- 
ble beginnings and passed through the period 
of youth with few advantages, but these be so 
improved that he managed to fit himself for 
university ed acation, and 
to prepare himself for pulpit work. His un- 
usual linguistic and literary attainments were 
so marked that the authorities of his alma 
mater (Miami University, Oxford, O.) of. 
fered him a professorship which he accepted, 
meanwhile finding time also to do church 
work in the pulpit. Recognized as a rismg 
man in the church he was called in 1866 to 
the pastorate of the Westminster Church in 
this city, afterward merged in the Fourth 
Presbyterian, and for twenty-eight years he 
had been one of the most conspicuous figures 
in the religious and literary life of Chicago. 
For eight years he pursued the even tenor of 
his way, and his ministrations were crowned 
with success. Then came the famous heresy 
trial upon charges connected, first, with a- 
leged lack of zeal in the conduct of his min- 
isterial office, and, second, with advocating

thing better than the dry husks of theology. 

It is probable that.at no timein his career 
was Prof, Swing a theologian and that at no 
time did he have much sympathy with 
dogma. In this respect Prof. Swing and 
Prof. Patton, with whom his name is most 
frequently associated, were as far apart as the 
two poles. The former like the latter was a 
man of ‘unquestioned intellectual ability. 
Both were scholars. The temperament and 
mental habit of the one, however, led him 
away from dogma while thegame causes led 
the other towards it. The one was full of 
sentiment and love for the beautiful in nature, 
art, and music; the other is destitute of senti- 
ment and is more subjective in his way of 
looking at things. It was natural therefore 
that Prof, Patton should fail to sympathize 
with Prof. Swing and prosecute him to the 
extent of his ability, aided by every resource 
of his keen, searching analysis and merciless 
logic. In the Music Hall Prof. Swing was in 
his right place. Freed from all restraints he 
could do good in his own way. He could 
give free play to his intense love of the 
beautiful. He could deal with all kinds of 
practical questions and teach the lessons of 
the higher citizenship. Freed also from the 
conventional sermon form he could indulge 
his literary style and his sentimental pro- 
clivities. He was always more an essayist 
than a sermonizer, with delicate fancy, grace 
of phrasing, ed an elegant, refined style. The 
old saying that style is the man was illus. 
trated in his case, and yet with all these 
qualities, marked peculiarly with modesty 
and gentleness, there was no lack of virility 
when the occasion reqgred it or of indignant 
emphasis when ne delt with public evils, 
He will be sadly missed in the Central 
Church. The question may well be asked.

protection, perhaps, while our industries were io 
their infancy,'that timo had passed and such 
artificial system as a protective system was and 


must be temporary and that the time had come 


when it must cease. The country had done all 
that was denianded of it, and therefore it had 
come to practical free trade. This country was 
not constructed for a protectionist country. 
When the war came on tne tariff of 1857 
was in force: The duties imposed by it were 
low, averaging about 20 per cent, but it was 
not the kind of a frée trade measure which 
Mr. MacVeagh wants now. He desires to take 
off all duties on competitive goods and to 


raise revenue by duties on tea. coffee, etc., N 


and by an inpome tax. 

But this very low tariff of 1857 was not 
adopted because the ‘country had finally 
concluded that the time had come when 
protection must cease. That tariff was 
adopted, like the one of 1846, because the 
South was in the ascendency. Not the coun- 
try but the southern part of the country 
had concluded that protection must come to 
an end. A majority of the Northern Rep- 
resentatives voted against the tariff of 1846, 
and also against that of 1857. 

The first tariff bill was passed to raise 
money to pay the dobts of the United States 
and for the encouragement and protection 
of manufactures.” The protection policy 
remained in the ascendant for forty-three 
years, until South Carolina passed her nulli- 
fication ‘ordinance. Then the compromise 
tariff act of 1833 was passed with its provision 
for yearly réductions of duties. That act was 
a surrender rather than a compromise, 
From that time until 1861 whenever the 
slave-owners who ruled the Democratic party 
had control of the government they did what 
they could to break .down protection and to 
injure the freé laborers of the North. But for 
the political power of slavery the protection 
policy adopted in 1789 would have been ad- 
hered to persistently to this day. Slavery 
was the coustant enemy of protection. The 
North was steadily for protection, while the 
South has been generally alinost unanimous- 
ly against it. 

Then Mr. MacVeagh went on to say that 
the high duties of the war tariffs were im- 
posed solely for revenue with no thought of 


protection, and that from that time forward 


there never was a day when America approved 
of protection as a permanent policy. Not 
even Republicans believed in it.“ Mr. Mac- 
Veagh has not stated the case correctly. If 
he will read the debates on the war tariffs he 
will find that protection was aimed at as well 
as revenue, He will find Mr. Morrill callmg 
for higher duties on imports to increase the 
to shelter and 
nurse our domestic products. And if Mr, 
MacVeagh will take the trouble to read Re- 
. publican platforms and the speeches of Re- 
publican leaders for the last’ thirty years he 
will find abundant evidence of the approval 
of protection as a permanent policy. 

He says there was always a promise that 
the tariff shof#ld be reformed and reduced.” 
That is true, and since 1865 there have been 
infinite reductions and reformations. But 
there never was a promise that the protection 
policy should be discarded and that of Great 
Britam adopted. And at almost every Presi- 
dential election since the war the people have 
voted for protection and against free trade. 

This country is at heart a protection one. 
It was more and more protection from 1789 
to 1883, Then there were ups and downs 
till 1861, Then came a third ot a century of 
protection. After the experience of last year 
and this year the country. will return to pro- 
tection in spite of the appeals or the argu- 
ments of the free trade theorists. 


MORTGAGE DEBTS IN ILLINOIS. 

The census returns published in Tun Turn- 
UNE yesterday showing the financial status of 
homes and farms in Illinois are full of inter. 
est, The figures state the conditions at the 
beginning of 1890, the time for which the 
census was taken, but they are the latest 


| available, and form a portion of those which 


are being garbled by Populist agitatora in 
support of their absurd theoriés in re- 
gard to the ownership of property. 
Less than three out of every eight of 
the farms in this State are hired 
by the parties operating them. More than 
five in every eight are owned by the parties 


} operating them, the exact percentage being 


63.28, and substantially the same proportion 
is observable in regard to indebtedness, 
Five-eighths of all the farms occupied by. the 
owners are free of all mortgage debt. These 
amount to 40 per cent of all the farmsin the 
State, white 2344 per cent of the whole are 
incumbered, it being fair to presume that the 
801 percent of rented farms are free of 
debt. The liens on owned farms amount to 
nearly 98 million dollars, which is puta 
trifle more than one-third of their actual 
value and less than une-seventh of the value 
of all the tarms in the State. 

Of the city homes outside Chicago nearly 
one-half, or 48.77 per cent, are owned by the 
occupants, and 68.33 per cent of these are 
owned free of incumbrance, the amouztits 
owed being little more than one-third the 


go the proportion of renters is much larger, 
bemg 71.27 per cent of the families, this in- 
cluding no small number of property-owners, 
the mere fact of tenancy being no proof of 
poverty. More than half of those who own 
the homes they live in do so without debt in- 
cumbrance. The indebtedness on the mort- 
gaged homes in this city averages but 38.36 
per cent of their real value, so that the “ own- 
ers have in them an equity of more than 60 
per cent while owing less than 40. 

It is an acknowledged fact, though the cen- 
sus statistics do not show it, that nearly every 
dollar included in this 40 per cent was loaned 
by persons belonging to the same class as the 
borrowers. It mostiy is borrowed from build. 
ing joan associations, which make it a condi- 
tion that the lot shall be clear before they will 
lend money for building.

Wonderful Powers Possessed by Littie 


Gertie Cochran. 

An exhibition of the peculiar mental pow- 
ers of little Gertie Cochran, aged 4 years and 
3 months, was given yesterday afternoon be- 
fore a number of newspaper representatives, 
The child has been attracting considerable 
attention for the last year by her feats of 
memorizing, and is called a phenomenon. 
She recites with the utmost ease long rows of 
statistical information without any particular 
appreciation of their significanee, A4 list of 
some 300 biblical. scientific, geographical, 
biographical, historical, and Statistical 
questions was read to her.
